G.SJft. 1451. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 read with 
section 7 of the Coal Mines Provident Fund, Family Pension and Bonus Schemes 
Act, 1948 (46 of 1948) and sub-section (i) of section (2) of the Central Labour 
Laws (Extension to Jammu and Kashmir) Act 1970 (51 of 1Q7Q), the Central 
Government is pleased to extend to the coal mines in the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir, the Coal Mines Provident Fund Scheme published with the notification 
of the Government of India in the late Ministry of Labouf Noi >PF.15(6)/48, dated 
the 11th Pecember, 1948, subject to the following modifications, namely:— 

In the said scheme— 

1. for sub-paragraphs (ii), (ui) and (iv) of paragraph 1 the following shall 
be substituted, namely: — 

"(ii) It shall apply to all coal mines in Jammu & Kashmir. , 

(iii) The provisions of this Scheme shall come into force with en t fru.., 
the 1st October, 1971”;

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2. in paragraph 2, after sub-clause (Hi) of clause (g) the following sub-clause 
shall be added, namely: — 

“(iv) who is an employee of the Central Government or any State Gov- 
ernment and Is on deputation to a coal mine covered under this 
Scheme on foreign service terms.”; 

3. in paragraph 25B for sub-paragraph (1) the following sub-paragraph shall 
be substituted, namely: — 

“(1) for the purpose of paragraph 25A any kind of leave with full pay, 
other than maternity leave, granted by the employer, days of lay-off 
as defined In clause (kkk) of section 2 of the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947, days of idleness caused by any lock out which is illegal 
under section 24 of the Industrial Disputes Act 1947 and days of 
absence from work on account of compulsory attendance In a court 
of law shall count as days of attendance.”; 

4. in paragraph 26 for sub-paragraph (2) the following paragraph shall be 
substituted, naihely; — 

"(2) the election referred to In sub-paragraph (1) shall be made in Form 
C annexed here to as soon as possible after he qualifies for the member- 
ship of the Fund and shall be sent by the employer by registered 
post to the Regional Commissioner so as to reach him within 16 days 
from the end of the quarter in which he qualifies for membership 
of the Fund under paragraph 25A,”; 

6. paragraphs 31, 32 and 33 shall be omitted; 


9 . in paragraph 33A for sub-paragraphs (3) and (4) the following sub-para- 
graphs shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(3) Every payment on account of Provident Fund contributions and admi- 
nistrative charges under sub-paragraph (2) shall be made by means 
of separate Crossed Account Payee Cheques drawn in favour of the 
Coal Mines Provident Fund Account No. 1 (J & K) and Coal Mines 
Provident Fund Account No. Ill (J & K) respectively: 


Provided that where payment is made by means of cheque on a Bank 
situated in a place other than Jammu, bank collection charges shall 
be added to the amount of the cheque or remitted separately when 
so directed by the Regional Commissioner. 

(4) Every employer shall forward to the Regional Commissioner, within 
80 days of the close of the month a monthly consolidated statement 
in duplicate in such Form as the Commissioner may prescribe, show- 
ing recoveries made from the wages of each employee, the amount 
contributed by the employer in respect of each such employee, ad- 
ministrative charges paid by him and details of remittances made.”; 


7. paragraphs 34, 35, 37A, 38A and 50 shall be omitted; 
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8. for paragraph 50A, the following paragraph shall be substituted, namely: — 

“50A, Transfer of Funds.— (1) All payments on account of refund of Provi- 
dent Fund and advances under this Scheme shall be made out of 
Coal Mines Provident Fund Account No. 1 (J&K). If the balance in 
Coal Mines Provident Fund Account No. 1 (J&K) be at any time 
insufficient to make payments as aforesaid such sums as may be 
necessary shall be transferred by the Commissioner or such other 
officer as may fte authorised in this behalf by the Board from time to 
time, from the Coal Mines Provident Fund Account No. 1. 

(2) All expenses in connection with the administration of this Scheme in 

Jammu and Kashmir shall, subject to the provisions contained in para- 
graph 56, be paid out of Coal Mines Provident Fund Account, No. 
Ill (J&K). If the balance in Coal Minos Provident Fund Account 
No. Ill (J&K) be at any time inadequate to meet the administrative

expenses as aforesaid, such sums as may be considered neceaflary 
shall be transferred by the Commissioner or any other officer autho- 
rised in this behalf by the Board from Coal Mines Provident Fund 
Account No. 1 to the Coal Mines Provident Fund Account No. Ill 
(J&K). 

(3) The balances in Coal Mines Provident Fund Account No. 1 (J&K) and 

Coal Mines Provident Fund Account No. Ill (J&K) in excess of such 
sum as may, from time to time, be specified by the Commissioner 
shall, at the end of each week, be transferred to the Coal Mine s Pro- 
vident Fund Account No. 1 maintained with the State Bank of India, 
Dhanbad for investment. 

(4) The Coal Mines Provident Fund Account No. 1 (J&K) and the Coal 

Mines Provident Fund Account No. Ill (J & K) shall be operated by 
such officers as may be specified by the Commissioner from time to 
time.”;

10. in paragraph 00, for sub-paragraphs (2). (3) and (49 the following sub- 
paragraph shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(2) On receipt of the contribution card or cards of a member from his 
employer or employers at the end of the period of currency of the 
contribution card, the Regional Commissioner shall compare the 
entries made in the contribution card or cards with those made in the 
member’s individual account In the Office of the Fund and shall rectify 
any discrepancy found in the entries.”;

New Delhi, the 1st July 1971 

S.O. 2499. — Whereas the Central Government, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (1) ot section 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) 
Act, 1967 (37 of 1967) (hereinafter leterrcd to as “the Act”), declared on the 12th 
January, 1971, the All Jammu and Kashmir Plebiscite Front to be an unlawful 
association; 

And whereas the Cenlial Government, in exercise nf the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) of section 5 of the Act, constituted rn the 28th January, 1971, the 
Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Tribunal (hereinafter referred to as "(he Tribu- 
nal"), consisting of Shri Justice Syed Murtaza Fazal All, Chief Justice of the High 
Court of Jammu and Kashmir; 

And whereas the Central Government, in e>. ?rciso of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) of section 4 of the Act, referred the issue of the decku.nion of 
the All ,)ammu and Kashmir P'cbiscite Front a an nnlawtul association to the 
Tribunal on the 8th February, 1971, for the purpose of adjudicating whether or not 
there was sufficient cause for making the aforesaid declaration; 

And whereas the Tribunal, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section 
(3) of section 4 of the Act. made an Order en '.firming the declaration referred 
to above on the 15th June, 1971; 
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
